PURCHASE FOWLS
IN' FALL SEASON

Autumn Is Time for City Man to
Begin Preparations for Op-
erating Hen Yard.

GOOD PULLETS ARE FAVORED

Advice of Experienced Poultry Raiser
WiHI Greatly Asalst Amateur—One
« General.Purpose Breeds Ia
Preferable.

The bemt way for the city poultry |
keeper to procure hens s to purchase |
them In the full. Ao effort should be
made to obtaln pullets rather than
older heos, and the pullots selected
shiould be well mntured, so that they
will begin to lay before cold weather.

Evidences of the maturity of pullets
nre the development and red color of
the comb and o slge and growih which |
nre good for the breed or varlety. Hens |
will lny lttle or no oges during the
fall wod onrly winter while they I“‘
molting. Weall-matured pulletn, how-
ever, abould lny fairly well during this
pertod, so that un tmmedinte return is
roallsed from the Investment.

Advirs Halps Inexperienced.

When pullets are to be purchased,
1t In well If possible to go to some farm-
er or poultryman who tway be known
to the prospective purchaser. In sowe
cumes (L mny pay Lo make arrangements
with the farmor to ralse the desired
wuinber of pullets at un agresd price,
Where the houssholder does not have
an opportinity to go Into the country
for hin pullets, he ean often plek them
out among the live poultry shipped loto
the eity to be marketed.

The advice of someona who knows
poultry should be sought to make sure
that pullets or young hens are obtained
#nd that the stock s heulthy, Often
loeal poultry sssocintions are glad to
help the prospective poultry keoper to
get mtock by putting him in eommuni-
entlon with some of 18 members huv-
ing stock for wale, Sometimes Boards
of trade or chambers of commeree are
giad to help bring together the pro-
spective purchaser and the poultry
ratser,

Kind of Fawls to Keep.

Householders usunlly desire not only
oggn for the thble and for cooking, but
alpo nn oceastonnl chicken to ent. For
this reason one of the general-purpose
breeds, such s the Plymouth Rock,
Wyandotte, Rhode Island Red, or
Orpington, s preferabile to the smaller
ofg breeds, such as the Leghorna. Not |
only do the muture fowis of thewe
hreeds, beontise of thelr largor iz, |
make better tible fowls than the Leg- |
tiorns, but the young chickena for the
smme renson make better friers and
roasters, whorens clicikens of the s
broeds are only sullnble for the sm
se brollirs.

The size of the flock which ¢un be

most efficlently kept will depend fArst

upon the space avallnble and second
upon the amount of tuble scraps or
other waste which s avalluble for feed,
It Is o mistnke to try (o oversiock the
avallable space, Better resulits will be
obtalned from a few hens ln n sinpll
yard than from a lovger oumber, The
brelynrd poultry Mlock rmroly will eons
siat of over 20 or 206 hens und In nany
cnmes of no more than sight or ten, of
occamonnlly of only three or four,
For n flock of 20 to 26 hions o space of
not less than 25 by 80 fect should be
nvnlinble for a yard, Where loss space
in nvallable, the slze of the dock should
be reducod, nllowlng on the avernge 20
to B0 syuanre feet per bird.

A few hens gre sometlmes kept sue-
censfully with u smaller yard Wlow-
anes thin thia, but If the spaee bs nvalls
nwbile i3, ed of the size indicated <hould
ba used,

Determining Chickens' Ages.

A tommot way of testing the nge of
dreased poultry, us described by home
sconomies speclulists of the United
HBtates department of ngriculture, ia to
toke betwern thumb and finger the end
of the breastbone, forthest from the
hend, apd attempt to bend It to one
wide. In a very young bird, such on a
“tiroller” chicken or n green gooss, It
will be easlly bent, llke the cartiings
in the human esr; In & bird o yonr or
s ol It will be brittle, and In an old
bled, tough und hard to bend or broak.

Tricky dealers have biéen known to
bredk the end of the breasthone be-
fora showlng the blrd, thus rendering
thio lost useless,
